The fpecies of Star-Fifh are extremely numerous. 
Of thofe which are natives of the coaíls of Britain 
the-prefent is the moft confpicuous, and is fome- 
times found of twice or thrice the diameter of the 
figure reprefented on the plate. Its color isa yel- 
lowifh red above, and paler beneath; but diflerent 
fpecimens vary as to inten(ity of color, fome being 
of a deep or dufky red. The number cf rays is 
commonly thirteen; fometimes twelve, as in the 
prefent fpecimen, and fometimes as far as fiftcen.
